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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Allcnsiown  School  Board  and  Citizens: 

Herewith  I  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  a 
report  on  the  schools  for  the  present  school  year  up  to  the 
present  time  and  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  prob- 
lems that  must  be  faced  in  the  future. 

Teachers 

The  pupils  are  being  taught  by  well  trained  and  capable 
teachers  and  they  are  making  good  progress  along  the  lines 
their  activities  have  been  directed.  The  following  is  a  list 
of  the  names  of  the  present  teachers,  together  with  their 
positions,  salaries,  and  so  forth  :

Instruction 

Several  new  adoptions  have  been  made  in  textbooks  this 
year  with  resulting  changes  in  methods  of  instruction.  In 
the  first  grade  there  has  been  adopted  a  new  series  of  basal 
readers  in  which  the  children  are  greatly  interested.  Close- 
ly correlated  with  the  readers  is  a  set  of  work  books  which 
give  the  children  extensive  practice  in  silent  reading,  and 
incidently  in  handwork,  art,  arithmetic,  and  hand  writing, 
and  help  greatly  in  solving  the  problem  of  keeping  the  first 
grade  children  profitably  employed. 

The   fourth  grade  is   using  a   new   textbook   in   history 


51 


which  is  written  with  a  well-graded  vocabulary  and  is  not 
only  highly  interesting  but  definitely  helps  the  pupil  to 
understand  and  appreciate  the  present  through  his  study 
of  the  past. 

In  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  the  old  worn-out  geographies 
have  been  displaced  by  new  books  which  definitely  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  State  program  of  studies. 

In  order  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  the  upper  grade 
pupils  in  their  study  of  literature  new  books,  entitled  Prose 
and  Poetry,  have  been  adopted  for  the  sixth,  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.  These  collections  contain  the  selections 
recommended  by  the  state  program  of  studies  for  study  in 
the  respective  grades. 

As  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  were  short  of  textbooks 
in  English  composition,  new  sets  for  these  grades  were  pur- 
chased. These  books  have  the  point  of  view  of  the  modern 
junior  high  school  and  contain  much  material  that  is  effec- 
tive in  teaching  boys  and  girls  how  to  speak  as  well  as 
write  comprehensively  and  intelligently. 

The  new  music  books  in  use  in  the  three  upper  grades 
are  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  pupils.  These  books  are  full  of 
songs  that  adolescents  love. 

So  far  as  possible  the  old  worn-out  books  were  returned 
for  credit  toward  the  new  ones  and  credit  memoranda  have 
already  been  received  for  over  $50.00  for  supplies  and 
books  so  returned. 

Closely  related  to  the  development  of  reading  abilities 
through  the  new  system  of  reading,  is  the  use  of  current 
events  papers  in  all.  grades  except  the  first.  These  papers, 
which  are  entitled  "My  Weekly  Readers"  for  grades  three 
to  seven  and  "The  Junior  Review"  for  grade  eight,  give 
an  opportunity  for  valuable  practice  in  the  mechanics  of 
silent  reading  and  contain  material  that  is  most  helpful  to 
children  in  forming  worthwhile  attitudes  and  concepts  of 
our  present  day  social  and  economic  problems.  Pupils  and 
teachers  are  very  much  interested  in  them  and  many  parents 
have  spoken  to  me  of  the  value  of  this  material. 
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There  is  a  great  need,  whicli  could  not  be  supplied  this 
year  because  of  the  lack  of  funds,  for  health  books  in  all 
grades,  literature  books  in  grades  four  and  five,  social 
science  books  for  grades  seven  and  eight,  a  series  of  silent 
or  study  type  readers  for  the  intermediate  grades,  gen- 
graphies  for  the  third  and  fourth  grades,  new  spelling  books 
for  all  grades,  and  some  new  dictionaries.  The  budget 
should  be  so  planned  as  to  meet  most  of  these  needs  next 
year.

Federal  Milk 

Beginning  November  6,  1933,  forty-two  half  pint  bottles 
of  milk  are  being  delivered  at  the  school  each  day  for 
undernourished  children.  The  milk  is  furnished  by  Armand 
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Drolet  and  paid  iov  by  the  l^'ederal  government.  This  serv- 
ice means  a  great  deal  to  the  health  and  physical  develop- 
ment of  these  children. 

rU'iLDiNc  AND  Equipment 

In  general  the  building  and  equopment  are  in  very  good 
condition,  but  next  summer  the  furnace  sliould  be  tho- 
roughly overhauled  and  repaired,  and  a  few  new  tor)ls, 
benches,  and  vises  are  greatly  needed  for  the  manual  train- 
ing room. 

Reorgamzation  of  the  Supervisory  Union 

The  New  Hampshire  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  re- 
quired the  elimination  of  some  of  the  supervisory  unions 
in  the  state.  In  the  reorganization  by  the  vState  Board  of 
Education  that  followed  Gilmanton  was  removed  from  the 
Pittsfield  union  and  Loudon  was  added.  This  change  be- 
came effective  July  1,  1933.  As  the  legislature  also  re- 
quired that  more  supervisory  unions  be  discontinued  next 
year,  when  Superintendent  Henry  S.  Roberts  of  the  Sun- 
cook  union  resigned  on  August  31,  1933,  the  State  Board 
of  Education  divided  his  union  among  the  neighboriiTj^ 
unions,  putting  the  school  districts  of  Allenstown  and  Pem- 
broke onto  the  Pittsfield  union.  This  change  became  effec- 
tive September  1,  1933.  This  supervisory  union  now  con- 
sists of  the  school  districts  of  Pittsfield.  Allenstown,  Barn- 
stead,  Chichester,  Loudon,  and  Pembroke.  This  large  in- 
crease in  territory,  teachers,  and  pupils,  has  made  it  neces- 
sar}'  for  the  superintendent  to  spend  less  time  in  each  school 
than  formerly  but  the  added  load  has  been  somewhat  less- 
ened by  the  providing  of  some  clerical  assistance  in  the 
superintendent's  office.  It  is  likely  that,  because  of  the 
policy  of  increasing  the  size  of  the  supervisory  unions 
which  the  legislature  forced  upon  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, this  supervisory  union  will  continue  for  some  time 
with  about  its  present  size. 
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Facing  the  Future 

When  a  group  of  small  boys  gather  to  play  baseball  in  a 
vacant  lot  or  a  neighbor's  pasture  they  hrst  decide  on  the 
Location  of  the  home  plate  and  hrst  base.  After  a  few 
murates'  play  they  may  wonder  if  first  base  is  in  the  best 
place.  Our  boys  and  girls  in  school  have  run  well  from 
home  plate  to  first  base  but  it  may  be  worth  our  while  to 
wonder  if  first  base  is  in  the  best  place — if  the  goals  we 
are  setting  up  for  them  are  the  most  desirable. 

There  is  no  question  that  the  kind  of  life  for  which  our 
present  educational  system  was  designed  to  train  is  radi- 
cally different  from  the  life  American  people  find  them- 
selves now  living  or  from  that  which  they  are  likely  to  live 
during  the  next  few  decades.  No  one  can  tell  with  any 
degree  of  certainty  what  problems  will  be  faced  by  the 
children  now  in  our  schools  when  they  are  adults,  but  our 
present-day  leaders  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  those 
problems  will  be  radically  diiTerent  from  those  the  present 
and  past  generations  have  been  facing.  The  best  we  can 
do  is  to  look  to  these  leaders  for  the  determination  of  our 
objectives,  so  I  respectfully  request  that  you  give  your  at- 
tention to  some  of  the  remarks  relative  to  education  made 
recently  by  President  Roosevelt  and  some  of  his  closest 
advisers,  and  to  what  it  seems  to  me  are  some  of  the  most 
vital  implications  of  those  remarks  to  our  local  schools. 

President  Roosevelt  recently  said,  "Our  present  educa- 
tional provisions  do  not  meet  the  needs  of  all  children  up 
to  sixteen.  Newer,  more  significant,  types  of  preparation 
for  satisfactory  living  must  be  evolved  in  our  school  sys- 
tem, so  that  if  we  prohibit  the  employment  of  children  up 
to  sixteen,  we  may  at  the  same  time  provide  fruitful  ex- 
periences to  fill  these  years  and  turn  out  more  valuable  citi- 
zens to  the  State  and  to  industry  when  they  do  enter  on 
their  productive  years."  There  are  too  many  vital  things 
today  for  our  children  to  learn  to  make  it  profitable  for 
them  to  learn  things  just   for  the  sake  of  knowing  them. 
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One  of  the  great  weaknesses  in  our  present-day  social  order 
is  the  inefficiency  of  so  many  homes  in  the  proper  training 
and  care  of  children.  Why  do  we  spend  the  time  of  the 
future  mothers  in  teaching  them  how  to  figure  bank  dis- 
count, which  they  will  never  use,  and  teach  them  nothing 
about  budgeting  the  family  inrome  or  the  relative'  values  of 
fresh  and  canned  orange  juice  when  they  would  use  such 
knowledge  all  their  lives  ?  Why  do  we  teach  boys  whether  to 
use  ivko  or  zvhom  in  this  sentence,  "He  is  fortunate  who 
or  whom  the  king  favors,"  and  make  no  provisions  for 
teaching  them  the  value  of  direct  sunlight  in  healthy 
growth  ? 

George  H.  Dern,  Secretary  of  War,  recently  stated,  "In 
a  country  where  the  people  rule  they  must  be  enlightened 
in  order  to  rule  wisely  and  well.  It  is  the  task  of  the  teach- 
er to  enlighten  them,  and  hence  it  depends  upon  the  teacher 
whether  or  not  this  country  shall  have  good  government  in 
the  next  generation."  I  ask  you  then,  "What  kind  of 
teachers  are  needed?"  Is  the  ability  of  one  to  do  examples 
in  arithmetic  without  mistakes  worth  more  than  the  ability 
of  another  to  get  children  to  direct  their  own  activities, 
both  independently  and  collectively,  happily  and  intelligent- 
ly? As  Claude  A.  Swanson,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  stated 
in  a  recent  report,  "Ambition  lies  dormant  in  the  young 
mind  rntil  some  teacher  fans  the  fires  of  aspiration  and 
makes  them  flame  with  the  hope  of  achievement." 

The  enlarged  responsibilities  of  the  schools  are  in  the 
mind  of  Harry  L.  Hopkins,  Administrator,  Federal  Emer- 
gency Relief,  when  he  says,  "There  is  a  responsibility  for 
developing  a  program  for  leisure  time.  After  all,  we  are 
going  to  acquire  some  new  values.  The  day  for  people  to 
make  enormous  sums  of  money  is  over.  A  new  situation 
has  developed.  School  people  will  have  to  teach  something 
more  than  making  a  living."  Music,  art,  literature,  and 
games  have  important  places  in  the  schools  of  today. 

Whose  duty  is  it  to  give  the  child  an  opportunity  to  re- 
ceive an  education  and  see  to  it  that  he  makes  use  of  the 
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cliance?  Jesse  H.  Jones.  Chairman,  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation,  says,  "The  enhghtened  world,  after  centuries 
of  progress,  has  concluded  that  every  child  is  entitled  to  the 
opportunity  for  education.  Failure  t(j  grasp  this  oppor- 
tunity- is  one  of  the  greatest  handicaps  U)  which  anyone  may 
subject  himself,  no  matter  what  line  of  endeavor  he  may 
intend  to  enter."  It  is  the  duty  of  organized  society,  or 
government,  to  see  that  the  child,  every  child,  is  educated 
to  the  limit  of  his  capacity. 

Does  the  education  of  yesterday  tit  the  needs  of  today  and 
tomorrow?  "In  a  rapidh'  changing  world  with  a  rapidly 
increasing  body  of  significant  human  knowledge,  education 
cannot  be  static,"  recently  said  Arthur  E.  Morgan,  Chair- 
man, Tennessee  Valley  Authorit}'.  The  solutions  we  have 
worked  out  for  our  old  problems  are  not  sufficient  for  pres- 
ent or  future  problems  because  the  problems  we  are  now 
facing  are  not  like  those  of  the  past.  If  our  society  is  to 
endure,  our  schools  must  change  with  the  changes  in  our 
social  order.  The  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  that  met 
our  needs  a  generation  ago  will  not  meet  the  needs  of  the 
next  generation.  Our  society  is  getting  more  complex  and 
our  schools  must  be  broadened  to  meet  its  needs. 
Conclusion 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  teachers  and 
other  citizens  for  the  co-operation  I  have  received.

1  herewith  submit  my  twenty-first  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  Allenstown,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1933. 

There  were  maintained  during  the  year,  three  schools, 
for  a  school  year  of  thirty-seven  weeks,  with  no  change  in 
the  teaching. force. 

The  school  enrollment  was  69,  with  a  daily  average  at- 
tendance of  96.58  per  cent. 

The  schools  were  in  session  on  an  average  of  356  half 
days. 

Of  the  three  teachers  employed,  all  are  graduates  of  a 
normal  school. 

Our  teachers  were  faithful  to  their  duty  and  diligent  in 
their  work;  they  were  well  trained  professionally  and  com- 
petent in  organization  and  school  management.  They  were 
mindful  of  the  needs  of  the  pupils  while  in  the  school  rooms 
and  on  the  school  grounds  and  wisely  cautioned  them  of 
the  need  of  care  while  traveling  on  the  public  highway  and 
were  also  interested  that  all  the  children  might  have  warm 
clothing  and  proper  food. 

These  efforts  of  the  teachers  are  worthy  and  should  re- 
ceive the  commendation  of  all  good  citizens,  yet  more 
praiseworthy  was  the  earnest  desire  of  the  teachers  to  give 
to  each  boy  and  girl  higher  ideals  of  life  and  a  worthy  am- 
bition to  become  good  and  useful  citizens. 

It  is  ccnnmendable  to  be  a  leader  in  industry  or  finance. 
It  is  commendable  to  administer  a  system  of  schools  or 
other  social  organizations.  It  is  my  belief  that  it  is  greater 
still  to  deal  directly  with  children,  inspiring  them  with 
ideals  and  putting  into  their  lives  the  lofty  desire  to  become 
honest  and  useful  men  and  women.  One  noted  educator 
writes, — "Next  to  that  of  creating  a  democracy  is  that  of 
maintaining  it,  as  teachers  are  doing  in  the  schools  at  the

present  time.  Teaching  may  not  pay  so  well  but  it  is  the 
highest  type  of  service  in  the  world." 

The  work  of  the  special  instructors  has  been  creditably 
done,  as  the  results  show. 

For  many  years  Martha  F.  Gale  has  been  music  instruc- 
tor in  the  schools  of  Allenstown.  She  is  well  trained  pro- 
fessionally, has  thorough  knowledge  of  music  and  has  the 
power  of  imparting  this  knowledge  and  of  inspiring  the 
pupils  with  a  love  for  music.  Mrs.  Gale  is  patient  in  her 
work  and  wins  the  cordial  support  of  all  the  teachers. 

The  work  of  the  pupils  in  domestic  science  has  been 
well  done  under  the  guidance  of  the  instructor,  Edna  P. 
Benware.  Mrs.  Benware  so  guided  the  work  in  foods  and 
clothing  that  it  gave  to  the  girls  the  desire  to  become  help- 
ful members  in  the  home  and  the  ability  to  solve  problems 
relating  to  foods  and  clothing  by  improving  the  manner  of 
their  preparation  and  by  raising  standards  for  food  and 
dress.  The  opportunity  for  bringing  the  school  and  home 
into  closer  relationship  was  improved  by  having  the  girls 
take  home  specimens  of  their  work  in  cooking  and  sewing. 
This  furnishes  to  the  parent  a  more  tangible  evidence  of  the 
work  done  in  the  school  room  than  can  be  ofifered  by  any 
other  type  of  school  work. 

Henry  Lovejoy  has  been  instructor  of  manual  training 
for  the  year  last  past.  He  was  faithful  and  industrious  in 
his  work  and  helpful  in  aiding  the  pupils  in  selecting  the 
right  project.  The  exhibit  at  the  close  of  the  school  year 
showed  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  pupils. 

The  school  nurse,  Miss  Adonia  Douillette,  has  continued 
her  excellent  work  in  our  schools.  Added  to  the  regular 
school  calls  she  has  made  many  home  visits  in  the  interest 
of  the  children's  health  and  welfare.  She  has  exercised 
every  care  that  the  children  might  have  proper  food  and 
comfortable  clothing;  she  has  been  successful  in  soliciting 
aid  from  local  organizations  and  charitable  citizens  and  has 
generously  furnished  free  transportation  to  children  at 
clinics  and  for  other  remedial  work. 
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The  original  purpose  of  the  American  school, — to  com- 
pletely prepare  the  child  for  the  life  he  is  to  live — remains 
unchanged,  but  the  procedure  and  policies  for  securing  this 
aim  must  of  necessity  be  ever  changing. 

In  the  early  history  of  our  country,  education,  consisting 
mainly  of  the  three  R's,  was  fairly  adequate  for  a  sparsely 
settled  country  engaged  mainly  in  agriculture  and  discovery. 
Machine  production,  increased  wealth,  congestion  of  life  in 
the  city,  the  multiplication  of  occupations  for  men  and  new 
economic  opportunities  for  women  have  compelled  a  radi- 
cal change  from  the  original  procedure  of  education. 
It  has  made  necessary  the  introduction  of  the  study  of 
music,  fine  arts,  science,  domestic  and  industrial  arts 
and  also  health  education  including  courses  in  hygiene, 
health  examination,  dental  clinics,  belanced  diet  and  visits 
to  home  by  nurse  and  teachers  for  the  well-being  of  the 
pupils  and  of  the  neighboring  community. 

Again,  our  educational  policies  have  been  greatly  modified 
by  the  change  in  the  number  of  children  employed  in  the 
industries.  From  1880  to  1910  large  numbers  of  children 
were  employed  in  factories.  Since  1910  when  18.4  per 
cent  of  our  children  were  employed,  the  trend  of  the  em- 
ployment of  the  children  has  been  downward,  for  in  1930 
only  4.7  per  cent  were  employed.  In  1930  the  total  enroll- 
ment in  all  our  schools  and  colleges  was  about  29,500,000 
and  1,000,000  teachers  gave  instruction  in  these  institutions. 
This  means  that  about  one-fourth  of  our  population  was 
directly  engaged  in  educatioiial  activities. 

The  enlarged  material  equipment  necessary  for  cariying 
out  the  present  day  school  program ;  the  construction  of 
the  modern  school  buildings,  containing  laboratories,  gym- 
nasiums, swimming  pools,  auditoriums,  cafeterias,  their 
modern  systems  of  heating,  lighting  and  ventilation ;  the 
expansion  of  the  school  yard,  equipped  with  apparatus  for 
play  and  physical  exercise,  has  greatly  increased  the  cost  of 
education.  In  1900  the  total  national  expenditures  for 
public,  primar}^  and  secondary  schools  was  $214,965,000. 
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In  1930  it  was  $2,316,790,000.  During  this  period  the  total 
value  of  all  school  property  increased  from  $550,069,000 
to  $6,211,327,000. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools  and  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  state  and  national  governments  has  caused  an 
excessive  tax  burden  and  has  made  it  difficult  to  obtain 
sufficient  funds  to  adequately  finance  the  school  system, 
especially  in  sparsely  settled  communities  where  the  real 
estate  valuation  is  low.  Many  of  these  localities  have  been 
obliged  to  seek  financial  assistance  from  either  the  county. 
state,  or  federal  governments. 

To  equahze  educational  opportunities  in  these  districts 
and  lower  the  cost  of  schools,  two  devices  have  been  util- 
ized. The  first  is  that  of  enlarging  school  administration 
units  by  consolidating  school  districts.  This  resulted  in 
the  consolidation  of  16,232  school  districts  by  1930.  The 
second  devvice  is  that  of  using  state  funds  to  supplement 
local  resources.  Despite  such  efforts  and  the  earnest  en- 
deavor of  educators  to  secure  equalization  of  educational 
opportunities,  there  still  exist  marked  failures  in  some 
localities. 

After  being  engaged  in  educational  activities  for  more 
than  fifty  }-ears  and  desiring  more  time  for  reading,  travel 
and  leisure,  early  in  June  I  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation my  resignation  to  take  effect  on  August  31,  1933. 

For  the  twent}'  }-ears  last  past  I  have  enjo}-ed  m\-  \v(jrk 
as  superintendent  of  this  union  and  have  received  the  loval 
support  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  of  the  schoil 
board  members,  teachers,  pupils  and  citizens.  The  cordiil 
assistance  given  to  me  by  all  of  the  State  Commissioners 
of  Education  has  been  encouraging  and  helpful. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  for  the  assistance  given  to  me  in 
making  better  schools.
